We  wish  we  might  prop¬ 
erly  emphasize  that  all 
bulbs  blooming  early  in  the 
Spring  must  be  planted  in 
the  Fall.  While  October  and 
November  are  the  best 
months  for  most  kinds,  a 
few  should  be  set  earlier. 
Candidum  Lilies,  for  in¬ 
stance  ought  to  be  planted 
as  soon  as  ready  in  Septem¬ 
ber  and  Crocuses  soon  after.
